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Red Youth Serum Doubted 
The World Today 
By James Marlow 


After IO days of studying Russia’s an­ 
swer to Ponce de Leon, English physicians 
have lost little of their skepticism over 
the claims made by Prof. Anna Aslan that 
she has developed a drug to ward off ail­ 
ments of the aged and even rejuvenate 
those already afflicted. 
In Britain to lecture on the results of her 
14-year experiment with the d r u g pro­ 
caine. Dr. Aslan has naturally attracted 
much attention. One of the doctor's big­ 
gest assets is her own youthful appear­ 
ance. Although admitting to 61, most 
news dispatches describe her as appear­ 
ing no more than 40. 
Equally attractive, of course, is the pos­ 
sibility that she may actually have dis­ 
covered something which could prolong 
life for 150 or even 200 years. There is lit­ 
tle mystery about the concoction the lady 
used in her experiments with 14,700 pa­ 
tients in the last decade and a half. 
Procaine is a common killer, often used 
by dentists. Dr. Aslan uses a 2 per cent so­ 
lution of the drug in inoculations which 
she recommends three times a week. She 
believes they work on the central nervous 
system, slowing down or reversing de- 


deneration of the brain cortex. 
According to the Russian doctor’s the­ 
ory, the central nervous system may be 
the regulating d e v i c e determining the 
a g i n g process. Arthritis, rheumatism, 
heart ailments and other troubles usually 
associated with advancing age may be the 
creations of a degenerative nervous sys­ 
tem. 
Perhaps they are. As attractive as ev­ 
ery new search for eternal life is to the 
public imagination, the fact remains the 
steady plodding of medical science has 
inched m an’s life span further into elong­ 
ation that all the youth elixir discoverers 
combined. English physicians may be ex­ 
cused if their enthusiasm for the Russian 
discovery doesn’t match that of its inven­ 
tor.

Inducing Labor the Old W ay 
Reporter Just Too Good 


The Polish government expelled a Unit­ 
ed States newspaperman a few days ago. 
He is A. M, Rosenthal of the New York 
Times. 
When notified of his expulsion, Rosen- 
asked the Ministry of Foreign Affairs if he 
had reported any false information. He 
was told: “The question of false informa­ 
tion does not enter into the question. You 
have written very deeply and in detail 
about the internal situation, party matters 
and leadership m atters, and the Polish 
government cannot tolerate such probing 
reporting.” 
The expulsion is not significant—free 
world reporters often are expelled from 
communist countries for reporting or try­ 
ing to report truthfully about public al­ 


em as, 
and

The conclusion — the complete 
treatm ent does work. It does help 
to induce labor. 
Question and Answer 
Mrs. M. S.: What causes halitos­ 
is and can you recommend some 
way of eliminating it?

One of the oldest methods of try ­ 
ing to induce labor consists of giv­ 
ing tile m other - to - be castor oil, 
then a soap enema and finally a 
hot bath. 
Sounds sort of like an Old Wives* 
tale, doesn’t it? 
Does it really work? 
Some obstetricians recently have 
abandoned the use of castor oil in 
attem pting to induce labor. They 
have cited several reasons for do­ 
ing this. 
There is the taste, of course. In 
addition, they said, castor oil has a 
tendency to produce nausea, vom­ 
iting and diarrhea. 
They felt that use of castor oil in 
such cases was justified only if it 
could be proven 
that it a ctually 
hastened the birth of the baby. So 
two London doctors set out to de­ 
term ine scientifically what effect 
it had. 
Sixty women, all between 38 and 
41 weeks pregnant, were used in 
the study. They were divided into 
four groups of 15 persons. 
The first group 
was given 2Mi 
ounces of castor oil by mouth, then 
about three hours later a soap en­ 
ema (2 ounces of soap in 2 pints of 
water at blood heat) and, finally, a 
hot bath. 
The second group was given only 
castor oil; the third, only soap en- 


fairs. But the reason the Poles give is sig­ 
nificant. 
Rosenthal was told, in effect, that truth 
does not matter, that he had done to good 
a job of reporting. For this, in any free 
country he would be respected and honor­ 
ed. But in Poland he is castigated and sent 
out of the country. 
This is a reminder that cmmunist gov­ 
ernments are not interested in truthful 
and comprehensive reporting. They are 
interested only in reporting that is slanted 
in their direction—a happening is not a 
fact until the government decides it is. 
As Rosenthal’s editor said: “It’s the first 
time I can remember that they have gone 
on record with complete candor. It gives 
us a wonderful insight into the communist 
system.”

the school year is necessary to help 
the teach er to ascertain the level 
at which each child can best fun­ 
ction.

encouraged to bring other reading 
books home from school or from 
the l i b r a r y .

tail with your second grade teacher 
and try to get at the root of the 
problem. 
A parent-teacher conference will

rath er than consider the child’s ab­ 
ilities and interests and is he given 
responsibliities.

as: what methods Is the teacher 
using, does the teacher understand 
my child and does my child have 
the n ece ssary m aterials to learn.

j help your child. 


Home-school cooperation

Ghost Haunting DiSalle Now

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio’s 
residency requirement for Cabinet 
m em bers, an issue in the 
1958 
election campaign, has .stalled o r­ 
ganization of the new Department 
of Personnel at least until next 
week. 
Last Oct. 23, Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle appointed Jam es T. Welsh, 
53, 
form er 
two-term 
m ayor 
of 
Steubenville, to head the depart­ 
ment charged with looking after 
the jobs and pay of state em ­ 
ployes. 
The 
law creating 
the 
depait- 
ment and a three-m ember Board 
of Review, to supplant the pres 
ent two-man Civil Service Com­ 
mission, went into effect Nov. 2. 
But the old commission carries 
on and Welsh remains in his $15,- 
000 a-year post as deputy director 
of administration in the 
Highway 
D epartm ent for lack of the re ­ 
quired y ear’s residency in Ohio to 
take his new job. 
Welsh cam e to the Highway De­ 
partm ent last .January after eight 
years as city m anager of Teaneck, 
N. J. But he said he was back in 
Steubenville in

year ago and thus can meet Ohio’s 
residency requirement next w-eek.
